MSU student 
killed in 1-75 
collision

A senior at Morehead State University 
was killed on March 16 when he rear- 
ended a tractor trailer truck on 
Interstate-75. 

Joseph “Joey” Lorenz, 23, of 
Covington, was pronounced dead at the 
scene by Grant County Deputy Coroner 
Lamar Fowler. 

Lorenz was traveling southbound 
around 7:32 p.m. near the 149 mile 
marker when the 
wreck occurred in the 
middle of a snow 
squall. 

Williamstown 
Officer Steve Cornman 
said there was a wreck 
involving several 
vehicles ahead of the 
semi truck. 

“Witnesses said 
traffic was slowed and 
it looked like he was 
trying to steer around 
the truck but went 
straight ahead,” 

Cornman said. 

Cornman said when he entered 1-75 at 
the 154 mile marker the road was wet, 
but by the time he reached the 152 mile 
marker the road conditions were worse. 

“The road was snow covered and 
slick,” he said. 

The Williamstown Fire Department 
was called to the scene to remove the 
driver’s door from Lorenz’s vehicle.

Vigil to honor overdose victims

Kim Haubner is tired of reacting to bad 
things that happen in Grant County. 

Instead she wants to be proactive and 
help find solutions. 

Haubner, the founder of Helping Out 
People Everywhere or HOPE, a volunteer 
community based organization that pro¬ 
vides food, clothing and other necessities 
to families in need, has organized a Candle 
Light Vigil to remember those lost to her¬ 
oin and other drugs. 

The Candle Light Vigil will begin at 
7:30 p.m. on Friday, March 21 on Eibeck 
Lane in Williamstown, across from the 
Kentucky Veteran’s Cemetery North on 
property owned by Mt. Olivet Christian 
Church. 

Haubner organized a “stand up” com¬ 



munity meeting two weeks ago to talk 
about how the community could battle 
Grant County’s growing heroin problem. 

“I want us, as a community, to get 
out of crisis mode and get into a proactive 
mode where we are dealing with issues 
before they are a problem,” she said. 

As part of the vigil, Haubner is making 


a DVD featuring lives that have been lost 
to heroin and other drug-related deaths. 

There will also be an information table 
for people suffering from drug addiction 
as well as for their families on where to go 
for help. 

“We want this to be a memorial to 
those who’ve lost their lives to this 
demon,” Haubner said. 

A second “stand up” community meet¬ 
ing is planned for next month. 

“Our first meeting was awesome,” she 
said. “Everyone wants another meeting 
with us branching out and forming other 
groups that can work on things like posters 
of locals who have died due to drug over¬ 
doses and resource books for families.” 

“There are a lot of people asking ques¬ 
tions about what can be done and I don’t 
have the answers, but I’m not afraid to try 
and get them,” she said.

A Williamstown woman reportedly 
suffered non life-threatening injuries 
March 16 when her vehicle collided with 
a train in Richwood. 

Melissa Hemingway, 44, drove her 
1986 Buick Somerset approximately a 
half mile southbound on the tracks on 
Old Lexington Pike before colliding 
with an oncoming northbound Norfolk 


Southern train, according to the Boone 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

The train, estimated to be traveling at 
25 miles per hour, went into full emer¬ 
gency brake mode, but still pushed the 
car back 215 yards. 

Hemingway was transported to 
University Medical Center by Walton 
EMS. 

Boone County Sheriff’s Office 
Accident Reconstruction Unit is investi¬ 
gating the collision. 


The former owner of pain clinics in Dry 
Ridge and Georgetown that illegally dis¬ 
pensed prescription dmgs to thousands of 
patients, was sentenced to 20 years in prison 
on March 18. 

Ernest William Singleton was sentenced 
by U.S. District Judge Karen Caldwell for 
dmg trafficking, money laundering, open¬ 
ing and maintaining a dmg involved prem¬ 
ise and conspiracy offenses. 

Singleton will have to serve at least 85 
percent or 17 years of his prison sentence. 

Singleton and his corporations, Double 
D. Holdings, LLC and S and R Medical 
Enterprises LLC, which owned the Grant 
County Wellness Center in Dry Ridge and 
Central Kentucky Bariatric and Pain 
Management and Central Kentucky Family 
Pharmacy, both in Georgetown, were con¬ 
victed by a federal juiy in June 2013. 

According to evidence presented at trial, 
from October 2010 until Febmaiy 2013 and 
under Singleton’s direction, doctors at the 
clinics prescribed large quantities of 
Oxycodone and Diazepam outside the 
scope of professional practice and without a 
legitimate medical purpose.

The Williamstown Ki- 
wanis Club is funding the 
money for chaperones to 
attend the convention and 
will also pay for half of 
the students’ costs. 

The Key Club, how¬ 
ever, still needs to raise 
money for the trip.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Potato time 


S pring break from teaching at U of L falls 
conveniently during the week of St. Patrick’s 
Day; which is also my target date for planting 
onions and potatoes. I typically manage a mid- 
March planting but the condition of the soil has held 
me up a bit this year. I will not start digging until 
the soil dries out and is considered workable. 

While we wait for that, select potato varieties 
that complement the way you cook. The most 
versatile varieties include favorites like Yukon Gold 
and Red Cloud. Both are great harvested early as 
“new” potatoes or harvested late for storage. If you 
have a history of pest problems in the potato patch 
then Island Sunshine and Prince Hairy prove most 
resistant; Elba and Butte are good mashed or baked; 
Caribe and Carola are best roasted or fried; and the 
fingerling potatoes are ideal for roasting whole. 

This year I’ve decided on some Carola, Butte 
and All Blue. I base my annual selections on good 
production, taste and long-storage. It is best to 
purchase “certified disease-free” seed potatoes to 
prevent perpetuating disease in the garden. In the 
past I have had some fungal problems with fingerling 
potatoes so I am aware of clean seed and rotating 
the crop; a brand new bed (for a nightshade crop) is 
waiting for this year’s seed potato to be planted, in 
fact. 

Potatoes will grow in most soil types but hedge 
your bet by working lots of compost into the 
planting furrows; this will improve drainage (you 
can get planting sooner after a rain) and provide 
additional nutrients. Composted manure will 
provide the fertilizer requirements throughout the 
growing season. During the growing season, once 
the stems and foliage have emerged you can provide 
additional nutrients to the plants by spraying liquid 
seaweed or fish emulsion. 
Research suggests that fish 
emulsion deters deer 
grazing and some insect 
problems, as well. 

Seeding potatoes 

Rotating your crop is 
essential for potatoes (and 
other vegetables in the 
nightshade family, like 
tomatoes) if you want to 
avoid pest problems. For 
most gardeners it is not too 
much to ask that they hand 
pick pests on a regular 
basis (and drop them in a 
bucket of water) in order 
to protect their potato crop 
but there are some 
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biological controls that can help offset larger 
infestations of potato pests. Using floating row 
covers as an insect barrier early in season does a 
world of good in terms of protecting plants from 
Colorado potato beetles, leaf hoppers and flea 
beetles. If it gets really bad you can use Spinosad, 
a biological control. 

When you are ready to plant cut the seed 
potatoes into sections, making sure that each section 
has two or three healthy buds or “eyes”. These eyes 
become the roots and stems of the tuber. You can 
usually get four good pieces from each seed potato. 
On average 5 pounds of seed potato will plant out a 
50-foot row. Plant your seed potatoes in furrows, 
about 12 inches apart and about three to five inches 
deep, shallow for fast emergence deeper for less 
hilling duty. A long thin furrow makes it easier to 
harvest later in the summer. 

You can warm the seed for a day or two before 
planting and plant shallowly initially for faster 
emergence. A couple of weeks after the foliage has 
emerged start hilling soil around the stem to protect 
the developing tubers. I plant on the deep side so I 
don’t have to hill the plants as much. The foliage 
takes longer to poke through the soil surface, just be 
patient. 

Once the potatoes are hilled you can mulch with 
straw or other mulching material to moderate soil 
moisture, control weeds and to further protect the 
developing tubers from sun exposure. If the tubers 
are exposed to direct sunlight they turn green and 
take on a slight toxicity (they won’t kill you, 
though!) 

You can harvest “new” potatoes after the plants 
have finished blooming but for larger potatoes 
suitable for storage allow plants to reach maturity. 
Harvest potatoes for storage about three weeks after 
the tops of the plants have completely died back. 
Rub off excess dirt and cure your potatoes in a 
ventilated and shaded (don’t leave them in the sun) 
area for a couple of weeks before rinsing and 
storing indoors (for successful, long storage you 
must allow the tops to die back and you must air 
cure them!)

Surrender the 
throne of the heart 

T here is a show on cable that is getting a lot 
of acclaim. The show is called Game of 
Thrones. Now, before you say anything, 
I have never seen the show. And I would suggest 
that you avoid watching it as well. However, I am 
intrigued by the show’s concept. If I understand 
correctly, the show depicts a constant battle involv¬ 
ing multiple families, each vying for the throne of 
a mythical kingdom. You’re probably wondering 
why a Baptist pastor is writing about such a show. 

Well, recently I heard a message from a fellow 
pastor that cut me to the core. His basic message 
was this: each of us was created by God with a 
throne on our heart. 

Not surprising, God created that throne specif¬ 
ically for Him to sit on. He did this because He 
knows that He is infinitely more suited to sit on 
that throne than anyone else. He has a perfect plan 
for our lives. He has done all the work to redeem 
us from sin through His Son, Jesus.

The 
reality is there is no one 
better equipped to rule 
on the throne of our 
hearts. 

But, here’s the 
rub: most of us, by 
our actions, attempt 
a daily coup, seeking 
to place ourselves on 
that throne.

ORDINANCE 2014-01 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF CORINTH, 

GRANT COUNTY, KENTUCKY AMENDING THE 

TEXT OF THE OFFICIAL ZONING ORDINANCE 
ARTICLE 14, SECTION 14.7 
WHEREAS, On the 26th day of August 2013, the Grant 
County Joint Planning Commission did hold a public 
hearing on an application from the City of Corinth, 
Kentucky, requesting a text amendment to the City of 
Corinth Official Zoning Ordinance Article 14, Section 
14.7; and, 

WHEREAS, Upon the foregoing application, the Grant 
County Joint Planning Commission did make written 
findings and conclusions in support of the requested text 
amendment together with written recommendations 
addressed to and received by the City Council of the City 
of Corinth, Grant County, Kentucky, that the text 
amendment be granted, approved, and duly so ordained by 
the City of Corinth, Kentucky, outlined in the findings and 
recommendations at the public hearing of the Grant County 
Joint Planning Commission; and 

WHEREAS, The City Council of the City of Corinth, 
Kentucky, did so concur in the findings, conclusions, and 
recommendations of the Commission concerning the 
change in the text amendment, by majority vote of the 
entire legislative body. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council, City of Corinth, Grant County, Kentucky: 

SECTION I 

As the Legislative Body of the City of Corinth, 
Kentucky, the Corinth City Council hereby adopts the 
findings of facts and conclusions of law review of the 
evidence and record of the Grant County Joint Planning 
Commission and adopts its hearing as its own: 

A. That on the 26th day of August 2013, the Grant 
County Joint Planning Commission did hold a public 
hearing on the applications of the City of Corinth, 
requesting a text amendment change to the official Zoning 
ordinance Article 14, Section 14.7; 

B. Upon the following application, the Grant County 
Joint Planning Commission did make written findings and 
conclusions in support of the requested text amendment 
together with findings and conclusions in support of the 
requested text amendment together with recommendations 
to and received by the City Council of the City of Corinth, 
Grant County, Kentucky, that the City of Corinth’s 
requested text amendment be granted and approved; and, 

C. That the City Council of Corinth, Kentucky, after 
hearing and reviewing evidence provided thereto so concur 
in the findings, conclusions, recommendations, and 
conditions of the Commission concerning the change in the 
text amendment. 

SECTION II

A Florida man was arrested for 
receiving stolen property in Grant 
County after he bypassed the scales 
on Interstate-75 in Kenton County 
on March 12. 

The stolen cargo, valued at ap¬ 
proximately $2 million, was recov¬ 
ered as well as a stolen trailer and 
a 2006 Peterbilt truck. 


Eduardo Hernandez, 50, of Hi¬ 
aleah, Fla. was arrested at 1 a.m. 
following a traffic stop at the 166 
miles marker. He was lodged in the 
Grant County Detention Center. 

On March 11, the Kentucky 
State Police Vehicle Investigations 
Branch was alerted to the theft in 
Indiana of a truck and trailer carry¬ 
ing assorted Hewlett Packard com¬ 
puter equipment that was taken 
from a Pilot Truck Stop. 

Several agencies, including 


KSP, Louisville Metro Police, the 
FBI and the National Insurance 
Crime Bureau, began to attempt to 
locate the stolen tractor and trailer 
that was believed to be headed to 
Kentucky. KSP Commercial Vehi¬ 
cle Enforcement units were able to 
locate the vehicle when it bypassed 
the scales. 

Hernandez was also charged 
with one count of running a scale 
installation.

The evidence estab¬ 
lished that Singleton over¬ 
saw the daily operations of 
the clinics, influenced doc¬ 
tors to overprescribe drugs 
to patients and pressured 
them to see as many pa¬ 
tients as possible. Witness¬ 
es testified that, at Single¬ 
ton’s direction, one of the 
doctors saw more than 90 
patients in a day and an¬ 
other doctor visited with 
some patients for as little 
as three minutes before 
prescribing medication. 
Witnesses also testified 
that when some doctors 
complained to Singleton 
about the volume of pa¬ 
tients, he instructed them 
not to reduce their patient 
load. 


Other evidence estab¬ 
lished that the pain clinic 
operated on a cash only 
basis and did not accept 
insurance. Patients paid 
approximately $250 on 
the first visit and $300 on 
subsequent visits. Inves¬ 
tigators estimate that ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 patients 
visited the clinics during 
the course of the conspir¬ 
acy. 

Some of the doctors 
who testified at trail con¬ 
firmed that they could not 
provide adequate medi¬ 
cal care under Single¬ 
ton’s guidelines. Two of 
the doctors employed by 
Singleton, Lea Marlow 
and Gregory White, pled 
guilty to criminal charges 
last year and are currently 
serving prison terms. 

The jury also found 


that Singleton engaged 
in money laundering, by 
using the drug proceeds 
to purchase real estate, a 
boat, and farm equipment 
among other items. 

He also used the pro¬ 
ceeds to build a house. 
Singleton has forfeited 
numerous items that either 
facilitated the crimes or 
were purchased with pro¬ 
ceeds from his criminal of¬ 
fenses, including bank ac¬ 
counts consisting of more 
than $427,000, more than 
20 firearms, more than 40 
pieces of farm equipment, 
vehicles and livestock. 

The investigation was 
conducted by the DEA, 
IRS Criminal Investiga¬ 
tion Division, the Ken¬ 
tucky Attorney General’s 
Office and Kentucky State 
Police.

Diana Morgan is no stranger to packing 
her bags quickly and heading off to a town 
she may never have visited before. 

That’s what happens when you’ve 
worked as a Red Cross volunteer for 21 
years. 

Morgan, of Dry Ridge, has been 
deployed to the Falmouth flood in 1997, as 
well as ice storms in Pendleton County, 
followed by Hurricane Katrina in 2005. 

Most recently, she traveled to 
Charleston, West Virginia in response to a 
chemical spill on Jan. 9. 

Morgan’s job was to take Grant 
County’s Emergency Response Vehicle 
(ERV) to carry water to people in rural 
areas, where a do not 
use order for tap water 
lasted in some areas for 
10 days. 

The chemical spill 
caused a water short¬ 
age that lasted several 
days. 

Morgan and a part¬ 
ner from Cincinnati 
worked 12 hours daily 
for six days. 

When the pair found 
themselves at a grocery 
store, they were 
approached by a young mother asking for 
help. 

“She said her son was a special needs 
child and he refused to drink any water, 
even from a bottle, after hearing news 
reports not to drink the water and he was 
scared,” Morgan said. 

The boy was so dehydrated that doctors 
told his mother if he did not get some fluids 
in him he would have to be hospitalized. 

“She told him that his aunt lived in 
Cincinnati, which is where we were from, 
and the 72 cases of water that they brought 
were safe to drink,” Morgan said. “His 
mom told him she could make him hot 
chocolate or fruit punch with the good 
water.” 

Morgan said the encounter made an 
impression on her, but she wasn’t sure that 
she or her partner calmed the introverted 
and shy child’s mind. 

She learned the next morning, however, 


that after their talk, the child started to 
drink again. 

“The mother called headquarters to tell 
them that we took the time to talk to her 
child and he went home and immediately 
drank two bottles of water,” Morgan said. 

Morgan said the experience in West 
Virginia was different than some disasters 
because there wasn’t much devastation, but 
the residents couldn’t drink the water or 
cook with it and weren’t able to bathe in it. 

“Neither could we,” she said, with a 
laugh. 

Morgan had just completed ERV train¬ 
ing in October including a food safety 
course. The class was required or she 
couldn’t be deployed. 

“I basically took the class because when 
Sandy occurred, the Cincinnati area didn’t 
have anyone to respond because no one 
was trained to go,” Morgan said. 

The Grant County Unit of the Red Cross 


has 10 volunteers, but are looking for more. 

Anyone interested in becoming a volun¬ 
teer can go online to ? and fill out an appli¬ 
cation, pass a background check and attend 
two orientation classes before being 
assigned to a team. 

“You don’t have to be part of a team to 
be deployed,” Morgan said. 

The Grant County unit stays busy assist¬ 
ing local families with shelter, food and 
clothing vouchers in the event of a fire. 
They also provide water and coffee to the 
fire and other emergency workers at differ¬ 
ent scenes such as fires, wrecks, etc. 

The Grant County chapter meets at 6:30 
p.m. on the third Tuesday of the month at 
the Grant County Courthouse. 

“We’re always appreciative of dona¬ 
tions, which is what rely on to provide help. 
Donations designated for the Grant County 
unit means that the money stays in the com¬ 
munity,” Morgan said.
